ORDER OF PERMANENT INJUNCTION 

Upon the agreement of the Plaintiff United States of America, and Defendant Joanne Sulita, 

as set forth in their Stipulation for Order of Permanent Injunction with respect to Joanne Sulita, 

the COURT HEREBY ORDERS Joanne Sulita, individually and doing business under any other 

name or through any other entity,:  

A. To notify the Internal Revenue Service of any new business that she may come to own, 

operate, or work for in a management capacity in the next five years following the entry 

of this order by providing written notification to the counsel representing the United 

States in this action;  and, with respect to any new business she may come to own, 

operate, or work for in a management capacity following the entry of this Order,  

B. To timely deposit withheld FICA and income taxes, as well as the employer’s share of 

FICA taxes and FUTA taxes, in accordance with the Electronic Federal Tax Payment 

System (EFTPS); 
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C. To timely file all employment (Form 941) and unemployment (Form 940) tax returns 

with the Internal Revenue Service, at such location as the Service may deem appropriate; 

D. To timely pay all required outstanding liabilities due on each return required to be filed; 

and 

E. To sign and deliver to the revenue officer, or to such other person or location as the 

Internal Revenue Service may deem appropriate, on the first business day of each month, 

an affidavit stating that the required employment tax deposits were timely made.
